Washington.—The reported deporta­ 
tion of a German lawyer from Salorno 
in 
the 
German-speaking 
portion of 
northern Italy because it is alleged 
that be gave lessons in the German Vaccination Has Been Test 
language, brings Italy ’s war-won ter­ 
ritory once inure into public notice. 
‘‘Salorno," says a bulletin from the 
Washington (D. C.) headquarters of 
the Natioi*ti Geographic society, “lies 
close to 
the ‘language 
line' 
which 
crosses the Adige valley about 15 miles 
north of Trento. 
This line divides the 
Italian-speaking inhabitants of Tren- 
tino, the southern portion of Italy's 
now territory, from the German-speak­ 
ing Tyrolese to the north. 
This form­ 
er Tyrolean region Is now called ‘Alto 
Adige,’ or Upper Adige, by the Ital­ 
ians. 
This line near Salorno Is one 
of t lie unique languages lines of Eu­ 
rope, since it is apart from national 
boundaries; yet there is such a plain 
demarkation that evidences of the ‘cul­ 
tural boundary’ can be seen from the 
windows of a railway train. 
Sh o ws L an g u ag e L in e. 
“As the traveler rides north from 
thoroughly Italian old Trento, scene 
of the historic council of Trent, be 
finds Italian architecture on every side, 
in the villages stucco walls, gently 
sloping red tile roofs, and the cam­ 
paniles of the parish churches pro­ 
claim this to be a land of Italians. 
But soon he notes a change. 


Inoculation, or so-called vaccination 
of killed cultures of typhoid bacilli as 
a prophylaxis against 
typhoid fever 
was introduced in England and Ger­ 
m any about 189 0. 
F irst extensive use was in B rit­ 
ish forces during 
Boer war. 
These 
results were so striking th a t furth er 
doubt of the value of the proceedure 
was entirely dispelled.

troduced into Am erican arm y in 19 09 
and made compulsory in 19 1 for all 
men

cidence of typhoid fever in our arm y 
since then. 
During the W orld w a r there were 
1431 cases of typhoid with 159 deaths.

T ho m as A. Edison in develo ping a co n­ 
traptio n which wo uld fake the sem­ 
blance of thought transference. 
Tlu* secret was that Ho udini wo re 
tin electric belt which established an 
Invisible connection, by electro mag­ 
netic induction, 
with loops of wire 
I co ncealed under a carpet. When these 
loo ps were energized, by the current 
of a telephone circuit, invisible lines 
d magnetism, cutting acro ss the turns 
, of wire in the electric belt, generated 


\ minute electric current. 
This cur­ 
rent was the exact co unterpart of the 
i o ne which energized 
the 
wires 
be­ 
neath the carpet. 
It was the sum to tal of this induced 
electrical energy which vibrated the 
diaphragm of a m iniature telepho ne 
receiver and repro duced speech.

T he trick was to pick up utterances 
I of “tho ught tra nsm itte rs” by means 
of “ planted” dictapho nes and then re­ 
peat these utterances on a stro ng tele­ 
pho ne circuit term inating in the loops 
under the carpet w here Ho udini stood.

AMERICANS AND BRITISH 
RAN GAUNTLET OF BULLETS 


How Bandies Blew U p Pay-Roll Car 


The Port Is a Perilous Haven 
—A Tide of Anti-Foreign 
Feeling Soars High—.Agi­ 
tation Stirs To Bolster De­ 
fenses—-B r i t i s Ii Special 
Target of Sowers of lint 
red—Boycott English Made 
Goods Is Demand—Ameri­ 
cans Evidently Exonerated 
Iii Part They Took at Nan­ 
king. 


Fleeing before a rising tide of ait* 
ti-foreignism, foreigner^ in National­ 
ist China, mo I of them Americans, 
Monday were moving steadily 
on 
Shanghai, some of them running a 
virtual gauntlet of Cantonese fire on 
the Yangtze tiger and others working 
their way to the coast from other di­ 
rections thru a hostile population. 
Shanghai itself was the center of a 
growing anti-foreign feeling 
in the 
native district where leaflets and hand 
bills were 
distributed 
blaming the 
British for the Nanking bomdardment 
Thursday and calling for a boycott 
of British goods and a strike of em­ 
ployes 
of British 
firms. The 
part 
played by the 
United States 
forces 
was not mentioned. 
In the face 
of this agitation, 
the 
barriers about the international set­ 
tlement 
were 
being 
strengthened 
steadily. 
The Yangtse river, chief means of 
flight from the interior, has become 
the scene of a virtual state id war be­ 
tween Nationalist soldiers on either 
bank and foreign 
vessels 
carrying 
refugees. 
Shots have been fired on nearly 
every ship proceeding down the river, 
naval vessels themselves, 
escorting 
merchant ships, being the targets for 
snipe' rs. 
Remote districts 
of the 
interior, 
which have 
been out 
of wart' com­ 
munication 
with 
Shanghai, 
have 
gradually been picking up the evac­ 
uation notice sent out 
by radio last 
wreek by 
American Consul 
General 
General Clarence Ii. Gauss, with the 
result that foreigners, 
in increasing 
numbers, are flocking to the coast. 
The 
small 
steamers 
brought TI 
Americans from Nanking to Shang­ 
hai, many 
of them 
suffering 
from 
ptomaine 
poisoning. 
Eleveu 
cases 
were sent to a hospital. Iwenty-five 
Americans arriving at Lluklang, from 
Nanehang, have embarked for Shang­ 
hai, only five Americans, all men, are 
still in Nanehang. 
Other Americans have been evac­ 
uated from 
Yanghsow, 
Swatsow, 
Hangchow, Chingiang 
and 
various 
other .smaller cities. 
The American destroyer Preble has 
completed a tour of the smaller port-, 
along the lower Yangtse 
where five 
men and 14 women and 18 children, 
all Americans, were picked up. 
The French municipal council held 
a meeting to consider the defense of 
the French concession, Consul General 
N a g g i e r , who presided, said that there 
was no reason to infer that the French 
concession was less prepared for de­ 
fense than the rest of the foreign set­ 
tlement. 
According to the French naval au­ 
thorities, he added, sufficient 
forces 
were available for any emergency. 
The consul general also said that com 
plate defense cooperation existed be­ 
tween the French concession and the 
rest of the foreign settlement. 
A mass meeting was held by Japan 
ese residents of the foreign settle­ 
ment. 
A 
resolution 
was 
adopted 
thanking the foreign forces for the 
protection accorded the Japanese. 
He said that 
the 
looting 
began 
Thursday morning and continued all 
day, he himself, after being robbed 
was threatened with death by a young

sion cf a sword, while an old coolie,

king outbreak of anti-foreign feeling 
‘ was worse than that of the boxer up­ 
rising in 1000. 
M a d a m e Caplain said that every­ 
thing was quiet after the bombard­ 
ment by the 
British 
and American 
warships, but that on the next night 
there was a wholesale looting of bet­ 
ter class Chinese houses. She declared 
that the lowest types of Chinese seem­ 
ed to be armed.

Hope that a general 
outbreak of 
anti-foreign violence in China will be 
averted revived in official Washington 
after examination of navy and state 
I department advices.

All messages showed a relaxation 
of th*’ high tension at Shanghai which 
prompted 
Admiral VV ii Hams 
hurry 
call for reinforcements, already on 
the way of being mobilized to sail. 
Danger of Americans in the treaty

with social discase and persons three 
times convicted of felonies only in 
the event 
such persons 
have 
been 
sterilized.

Physicians* certificates stating that 
such operation 
had been 
performed 
would be required prior to the grant 
ing of the license. 
The bill was pass­ 
ed by a vote of 20 to 0. 
The other 
measure, sponsored 
by 
Senator 
VV. 
A. Gamings, 
Lorain, 
would provide for the asexualization 
of insane, feeble-minded, perverts, dis 
eased persons or criminals under cer­ 
tain conditions. 
The work would bi* 
performed at the direction of a board 
of 
physicians, 
and, 
if necessary, 
against the consent of the patient. 
In the case of criminals, asexuali­ 
zation would be restorted to only in 
the case of those who had been con­

When these 
hKips were energized, by the current 
of a telephone circuit, Invisible lines
